THE FINANCES. 


The Appropriation bill, carrying $2,- 


149,813 50 for the salaries and pay roll 
for the biennial period beginning July 
1st, 1901, Is complete'and a scanning of 
the Items will be of interest to all who 
have followed 
the discussions which 


have attended the making of the bill. 
On its face the bill shows an increase 
over the estimates in many places. The 
heads of departments are the principal 
gainers, but in many instances the in- 
creases go all along the line. 


The bureau totals of the current ex- 


pense bill also furnish some food for 
thought. These Items are those cover- 
ing the public business and that there 
will be many Items which will not re- 
jeive attention goes without saying 
The large size of the bill gives color to 
the belief that the Independent members 
were not averse to making this measure 
so large that it would be Impossible for 
any one to Imagine that the Territory 
conld be run without added revenues. 
But there Is snch a thing as doing that 
kind of a Job too well. The very stuf- 
fing of the bill may defeat the purpose 
of the men who placed so mnch in it. 
There Is no mandatory Injunction that 
goes with an appropriation for public 
works. The men In charge of the bu- 
reau have some discretion and should 
it be Impossible to see where the money 
Is to come from It Is fair to believe that 
not all these works will be pushed.

LEGISLATURE HAS 
[COMPLETED LABORS 


May be requested to Remain to 


Await Disposition of the 


Various Items. 


Acting Governor Cooper received the 


Appropriation bills yesterday afternoon 
and Immediately began the considera- 
tion of them. The Governor will take 
his time in thla task, giving the most 
careful thought to each item. This does 
not mean that they will be held until 
after the Legislature has adjourned, 
however, for Mr. Cooper does not be- 
Ueve it would be tair to veto any item 
In either of the bills and fall to give 
the Legislature a chance to review his 
action. 


The bills were not put through with- 


out some few hitches; there were small 
tuts which gave spice to the last work- 
ing session of the term. In the Commit- 
tee of Conference, which had two short 
meetings, all was, peace* and harmony. 
In the Upper House when the report of 
the. Conference Committee was 
there, was a demand on the. part of 
Senator Crabbe that the bills be read 
by items, which consumed the better 
part 61 an iour, and in the House there 
was a little draught of "hot air" which 
<tewed Emmeluth and Makekau for a 


; te* moments, to the intense amuse- 


ment of the members. 
There were a few changes made 


the bills and these change the totals 
•lightly. Now the bills carry a grand 
total of $5.673,344. This is divided: Sal- 
aries. $2,149,813.50; current expenditures, 
W,62S,6S0.60. While this total seems to 


the change in the outlook, made it 
probable that there will be a call for 
another session unless the Governor ar- 
rives at hi* conclusions before Thurs- 
day, Is to have an official statement 
from the Governor today. This will be 
secured by the sending of a special 
committee to him. to report that both 
bodies have disposed of all the business 
before them and to ask If he has any- 
thing further to communicate. This, 
It is thought, will draw from the Ex- 
ecutive an expression of his Intentions. 


The final passage of the two bills was 


attended by some formality which oc- 
cupied the attention of many of the leg- 
islators from early until late in the aft- 
ernoon. At 9 o'clock the Conference 
Committee met and listened to the re- 
port of the Enrolling Committee. This 
showed that there were necessary six- 
teen changes of position In Items in. the 
salaries bill and eight in the current 
expenditures bill. 
The report was 


adopted with the addition of a chang- 
ing of the provision for the relncorpora- 
.tlon of loan bill items Into a new sec- 
tion of the bill instead of a mere para- 
graph.' 


This 'done the Conference Committee 


took a recess for the meeting of the 
Houses. In the Senate there was at 
once presented the report on the two 
new sections for the 
Appropriations 


bill which were passed by the House 
and 'which had to be considered before 
the bill was complete. The paragraph 
for the repayment of the Marine Hos- 
pital service was sent through at once. 
When It came to. the hospital Item 
there was a change which went through 
'without a dissenting voice, that was 
the addition of a provision that no per- 
son should be treated free at the hospl- 
:al who should not have resided in the 
Territory for one year before applying 
For admission. In the House at 
the 


morning session there was some delay, 
as the minutes of the past meeting 
not been made ready, and when the 
session began there was only time 
enough for the reporting of the Achl 
fire claims resolution and the Paris cof- 
fee protection resolution. 


This recess of the House was to per- 


mit of another meeting of the Confer- 
ence Committee. This time the com- 
mittee passed upon the Items last nam- 
ed as In the Senate, and then again re-

NEW YORK, July 9.—Comptroller of 


the Currency Dawes Is quoted by the 
Washington correspondent of the Press 
as saying relative to the condition of 
the national banks of the country: 


"The latest detailed reports received 


from tbe national banks of the United 
States Indicate an unusually high de- 
gree of prosperity. The condition of 
the national banking system can be 
taken as a practical barometer of the 
industrial and commercial condition of 
the country generally and therefore the 
remarkable showing now being made 
by these Institutions Indicates clearly 
that every branch of American trade 
and Industry Is flushed to a correspond- 
ingly high degree. 
•The resources of the banks are great- 


er than ever before In the history of 
the national system and the condition 
of the banks generally is satisfactory." 


The present condition of the banks 


stands out In strong contrast against 
the dark background of the condition 
that prevailed some seven or eight years 
ago. In 1893, for Instance, the record 
for bank failures was reached, when 
thirty-eight of the national banks went 
permanently Into the hands of receiv- 
ers. During the first sir months of the 
present year only seven banks have 
failed, while during the entire year of 
1900 only five went under.

The First Iron Steamer. 


The keel of the first iron vessel put 


together on these Islands has been laid. 
The vessel Is to be known as the Pio- 
neer and is being put together near the 
marine railway by a force of boiler- 
makers.

the purpose. He died at the Queen's 
Hospital soon after arriving here, how- 
ever, and now the Honolulu Iron Works' 
engineer has the matter In charge.
